We welcome the frank statement of 
policy which Mr. Thomas Johnson, leader 
of the Labour Party, issued last night. 
We do not agree with the object which 
Mr. Johnson is striving to attain, but 
recognise gladly that he is utterly sincere 
in his views. His immediate aim is to de- 
feat the Cosgrave Ministry, and to bring 
about the formation of a Government 
which will be composed exclusively of 
persons outside the two contending 
sections of the old Sinn Féin Party. He 
holds that the country would reap the 
maximum gain from a Government repre- 
sentative of all the groups in Dáil 
Kireann with the exception of Cumann 
na nGaedheal and Fianna Fáil. Such a 
Ministry, he says, would be concerned 
less with new laws than with “ prudent 
administration,”’ and its individual mem- 
bers would be required to postpone their 
pet projects, sinking party interests in a 
national endeavour.

Synthetic Petrol. 


In the United States at present efforts 
are being made to restrict the output of 
petrol by competing combines—but in’ 
vain. The supply of spirit is now so 
copious that in America it is sold at a 
ridiculously low price, and the cost of 
running cars is trivial. In every country 
in the world the use of motor vehicles is 
increasing apace; yet there is no sign of 
shortage of fuel. This state of affairs 
cannot last indefinitely. The deposits of 
easily accessible natural oil are limited, 
and in any case the supplying companies 
cannot afford to carry on price-cutting 
competition and the glutting of the 
market for an indefinite time. It is 
reasonably certain that the decline in 
price soon will be arrested, and that 
supply will cease to exceed demand by so 
large a margin. Lands which lack oil 
deposits at home or in their colonial 
possessions at present are at the mercy of 
oil-possessing countries, and future restric- 
tions might involve them in grave economic 
difficulties. Germany, having lost her 
colonies and her hope of opening an over- 
land route to the Near East, has addressed 
the remarkable skill of her men of science 
to the solution of this problem by the 
discovery of artificial means of producing 
petrol. A report in the Sunday Eapress 
declares that success has been achieved 
and tHat to-day German chemists are able 
to produce petrol at a commercial price 
from coal. If this be true, it is possible 
that a new industrial revolution will take 
place in the Old World. 

According to the report, a factory is 
being erected in Germany which is ex- 
pected to produce from coal] nearly 
79,000,000 gallons of synthetic petroleum 
per annum—including motor &pirit, heavy 
fuel oil for ships and lubricating oil. The 
system of extraction yields about 100 
gallons of crude oil from a ton of coal. 
The coal first is pulverised, and then is 
impelled into retorts through which 
hydrogen is passing at high pressure. A 
thick liquid, like tar, is produced thus; 
and this liquid, when refined, yields 
petroleum. It is said that cost of pro- 
duction is so low that petrol can be 
supplied at half its present European 
price. The synthetic petrol, moreover 
tested in hill-climbing races, is said to 
have yielded better results than the 
natural spirit. British rights for the 
process have been obtained by a great 
chemical ' trust, which is considering the 
establishment of petrol-manufacturing 
plant in England. Considering that 
Britain at present spends £50,000,000 per 
annum on imported petrol, it is evident 
that the production of petrol at home 
would give an immense stimulus to 
economic revival. The coalfields would be 
the first to benefit by the establishment of 
the new industry; for their present, un- 
economic condition, due to cost of distri- 
bution in a heavy and cumbrous fuel, 
would be transformed. There would be an 
immediate reduction in unemployment 
and all branches of industry would be 
stimulated by the new supply of cheap 
power. Petrol would be conveyed by great 
arterial pipes from the source of manu- 
facture in the minefields to centres of 
manufacturing enterprise. Probably 1t 
would cheapen the production of 
electricity in plants which at present are 
coal-fired. The supplanting of coal by 
petrol and electricity for power and light- 
ing in the great cities would lift the 
pall of smoke from England’s skies. It 
cannot be doubted that science ultimately 
will bring this about in all completeness ; 
it may be that the revolution will begin 
this year,

Once again there has been an abortive 
revolution in Portugal. On Friday morn- 
ing three officers forced their way into the 
room in which the Portuguese Cabinet was 
holding a meeting and handed 
President a letter calling for the immediate 
resignation of the Government. Ap- 
parently they were displeased that a 
certain politician with “left-wing’’ ten- 
dencies had been appointed Vice-President 
of the Council, and decided to precipitate 
an immediate crisis. The Minister for 
War, who was present at the meeting, 
resented the intrusion of the three young 
officers. He refused to listen to their 
statements, and informed them that they 
must consider themselves under arrest. 
One of them, a Lieutenant Sarmento, 
promptly drew his revolver and fired 
several shotsdnto the meeting. Apparently, 
he was an indifferent shot, for he only 
succeeded in wounding slightly an un- 
fortunate sécretary with whom he had no 
quarrel. The Ministers escaped without a. 
scratch, and in the confusion which #fol- 
lowed Lieutenant Sarmente fa cont g to 
escape from the room., He was captured 
shortly afterwards. Thus ended the latest 
revolution. in Portug Lieutenant 
Sarmento has been cashiered ; a regiment.

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SIX MINUTES' SUNSHINE IN 
DUBLIN YESTERDAY. 


Yesterday’s weather ali over Ireland was 
after the fashion of a mixed grill, but it was. 

most unsatisfactory concoction. There 
was cloud, rain, sunshine, and then more 
cloud, with never sufficient sunshine: fairly 
to balance the other ingredients. 

Indeed, according to the instruments of the 
meteorologists, there were only. six minutes 
of sunshine in Dublin throughout yesterday. 
But these instruments are very particular, 
and must have a strong sun blazing unin- 
terruptedly out of a clear sky before they 
call it sunshine. Even without the aid of 
instruments, however, the citizens felt that 
there was a distinct shortage of the genial 


rays.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE'S

In a leading article, the «Westminster 
Garette says:—Mr. Cosgrave has already 
proved himself a statesman, and it is now 
becoming a question if he is not also a superb 
tactician. He has forced Mr. de Valera to 
take his seat in the Dail at the cost of ad- 
mitting that it has taken him five years to 
discover that the oath is an “ empty political 
formula.” This is no small achievement for 
tactical purposes, but Mr. de Valera, turning 
out one Government and holding another in 
office, would seem to have changed his mind 
to some purpose. If he should prove to be 
impotent to do either he would cut but a 
sorry figure, and that is the possibility which 
is now rising above the horizon. 
Redmond’s little following appears to hold 
the key to the situation, and, if report is to 
be believed, he, like Mr. de Valera, wants 
his price, and Mr. Johnson, who is to move 
the vote of censure, seems to be in. an un- 
yielding mood. i ' 

If the Nationalists abstain from voting 
Mr. Cosgrave may secure a majority ; even if 
only a number of them revolt the Govern- 
ment may weather the storm, and the Presi- 
dent in that case may either elect to continue 
in office or leave Mr. Johnson to form a 
minority Government. Whatever happens 
wow, it seems sufficiently clear that Mr, de 
Valera’s change of mind will not bring him 
any pronounced political advantage.

Not only: will visitors have 
full run of.the vessels, but there will be 
various displays for their edification, such 
as the manning of main and secondary 
armaments, as in action, a certain amount 
of torpedo work, and, of course, concise 
explanations oí the mass of machinery 
incidental to the modern war-craft. 


Lambeth Bridge. 


Notwithstanding that the recent Royal 
Commission on. Cross-River Traffic was 
satisfied that a new Lambeth Bridge would 
be only of “limited usefulness,” the 
London ‘County Council has decided to 
rebuild it at a cost of nearly a million 
pounds. Lambeth . Bridge, which lies 
between those of Westminster and 
Vauxhall, has been long closed to vehicular 
traffic, and the Council has been obliged 
to do something to relieve the terrible 
congestion which preyails both at West- 
minster and Vauxhall, particularly at the 
latter river crossing, which has to bear 
at least three-fourths of Lambeth’s usual 
burden. The new structure will take three 
years to complete, and the greater part 
of a year will be occupied in improving 
the approaches at each end. 


A Promenade “ Broadcast.’’ 


‘Last night’s first British Broadcasting 
Corporation’s promenade coneert at “he 
-Queen’s’ Hall -was in every respect an un- 
qualified success. It may be premature 
to hazard an opinion generally as regaris 
the whole season, but certainly the open- 
ing performance disposed at once of ifr 
Wilham Boosey's prediction that “ broad- 
casting’’ would be the ruin of thes 
popular entertainments. The only regret 
that one heard expressed last night ws 
thatthe season is to be curtailed by two 
weeks. «All the season tickets for sale have 
been. disposed of: every seat in the hall 
was booked two or three days in advance, 
and hundreds of people were unable yes- 
terday to obtain even standing room. Sir 
Henry Wood had a most enthusiastic 
reception. London probably had a 
“record ” number of “ listeners-in’’ ; for 
not only did fear of the collapse of these 
performances add zest to the opening, hu! 
the choice of. programme was excellent ani 
broadcasting arrangements perfect. 


Cornhill Closed. . 


Cornhill will be closed to all vehicular 
trafic for some months to come, and, as 
a precaution following investigation of 
foundations in the neighbourhood of the 
collapse, Lombard street will be tem- 
porarily shut down to all heavy traffic 
that is wont to pass that. way. The work 
of shoreing is still proceeding. Experts 
attribute the.-calamity mainly to the 
constant trickle of subterranean waters, 
which have affected much of the adjoin 
‘ing property, with the result that the 
special treatment of: a considerable 
foundation area is reeommended to be 
taken in-hand forthwith. This will involve 
a large unexpected expense on the owners ; 
for it is estimated that, among other 
material, several thousand tons of concrete 
will have to be worked in before a proper 
margin of safety is obtained. 


The Revival of Bowls.

Ir. GChomas Johnson, in an 
in an interview with an. “ Irish 
Gimes ” reporter last night, made 
the following ‘statement regarding 
the policy of the Labour Party — 
There has been no departure from the 
policy of the Labour Party outlined 
by me from time to time during 
the election and in the Dail. We 
have always said that party interests 


must give place to the country’s need if 
ever the two are in conflict, And our 


needs. of the country are (1) that the 
Parliament should be fully representative 
of the electors and (2) that a Government 
from outside the two contending sections 
of the Sinn Fein split should hold office 
for a period sufficiently long to clarify in 
some degree the - vitiated political 
atmosphere resulting from the Treaty split 
and the civil war, which still hangs around 
as and prevents healthy growth. 


NO PARTY ADVANTAGE. ' 


The composition of such a Government 
is of much less importance than that it 
should be established. No party advan- 
tage will come to its members. But the 
country would gain. And the maximum’

gain would come if the Ministry were to 
contain representatives of all the groups 
which formed the non-governmental parties 
in the Dail before the entry of Fianna 
Fail. A Ministry of this character would 
be less concerned with new legislation than 
with prudent administration. 

By its nature it could not introduce 
highly contentious measures. It would 
enforce the law, maintain order, seek out 
criminals and prevent crime. The different 
parties represented would have to post- 
pone some pet projects unless they could 
convince their colleagues of their wisdom 
and expediency. 


GENERAL ELECTION THE 
ALTERNATIVE. 


Experience of government would be 
| gained by men who will again be in opposi- 
tion, and that is not the least ingredient 
in the make-up of a successful Parlia- 
ment. It remains to be seen whether a 
Ministry of this kind can be gathered 
together or whether an early general elec- 
tion is our fate. 

The Labour Party is not in the market 
either as a buyer or a seller—it has neither 
sold itself to anyone or offered any one a 
price. We still believe that the. country 
requires a rest. We believe that, so long 
as the existing constitutional machinery 
enables the peoples’ will to become effec- 
tive in laws and administration, it is un- 
wise and unnecessary to make any radical 
alteration. 


THE TREATY POSITION. 


That machinery should be worked to the 
fullest advantage. If it proves incapable 
of doing the work that the people wish 
it to do it should then be changed. In 
our view the Treaty has been accepted by 
the people and must be honoured. The 
present Government has shown that it may 
be modified and how this can be done—i.e., 
by agreement between both parties to the 
Treaty. They have also told us that if, 
and whenever, the people by definite and 
clear mandate say that it is to be 
denounced it shall be denounced. 

This is simple democratic doctrine from 
which few will dissent. We have always 
asserted that the people are the rulers 
in the Free State, and that the Treaty 
and Constitution, properly interpreted, 
proclaim and confirm . the  people’s 
sovereignty. Until the people desire 
otherwise the Treaty agreement must be 


be denied the opportunity to express their 
will. 


POWERS TOO WIDE. 

While saying this, I have no intention 
of bringing this subject into public contro- 
versy, or allow it to be used to divert 
attention from the economic :nd social 
questions which are so much more im- 
portant. . 

We opposed the three bills, which are 
the immediate cause of the present politica] 
situation, because they were bad for the 
country’s peace and welfare. ‘They were 
passed through the Dail by majorities 
ranging from fifteen to thirty. There 
have now been added to the opponents 
of the bills forty-three deputies. These 
Acts, therefore, are without any demo- 
cratic sanction, and should be repealed. 

The powerg given to the Executive by 
the Public Safety Act are too great for 
any Minister. For the public safety they 
ought not to be placed in the hands of a 
possible Labour or Republican Minister. 
The temptation to use them in a manner 
not intended might prove irresistible!

SHOTS FIRED AT 
MINISTER.

In an attempt at a coup d'état, two Portu- 
guese Army officers entered the Presidential 
palace’at Lisbon on Friday and endeavoured 
to force Lieutenant-Colonel Passos E. Sousa, 
the new Vice-President of the Council, who 
was engaged in Cabinet reconstruction, to 
nominate Ministers acceptable to a portion 
of the Army, says The Times. One of them, 
Lieutenant Moraes Sarmento, opened fire 
with a revolver on the assembled Cabinet, 
and slightly wounded one member, He 
was seized by General Carmona, the Presi- 
dent, but succeeded in escaping. The 
Government claims to have complete control 
of the situation. Many arrests have been 
made, and the cavalry regiment in which the 
disaffection is supposed to have begun is to 
be disbanded. 

The Times Lisbon Correspondent, in a 
message dated Friday (delayed by the cen- 
sor) states :—The Official Gazette. yesterday 
published two decrees, the first creating a 
new office of Vice-President of the Council, 
and the second nominating Lieutenant- 
Colonel Passos E. Sousa, Minister of War, 
to the new post. This nomination was fol- 
lowed by the formal resignation of the other 
Ministers in order that there might be a 
reconstruction of the Cabinet. 

Early this morning two Army officers 
entered the Presidential Palace, where the 
Cabinet had assembled, and attempted to force 
Lieutenant-Colonel Passos E. Sousa to appoint 
certain Ministers acceptable to a section in 
the Army. They were threatened with arrest, 
and one of them, Lieutenant Moraes 
Sarmento, fired a number of shots, which 
narrowly missed several persons and slightly 
wounded one. General Carmona, the Pre- 
sident, seized the attacker, who, however, got 
away. Later in the day an attempt was made 
by several officers to have a decree published 
announcing the resignation. of the present 
Government and nominating as dictator Com- 
mandante, Filomeno Da Camara. These 
officers have been arrested, and the Govern- 
ment is master of the situation. 

In a further despatch yesterday, the 
same Correspondent says :—Commandante 
Filomeno Da Camara is held prisoner 
on board the training ship Don 
Fernando, which is lying in the Tagus. 
The Government has decided to deport to the 
Cape Verde Islands all officers implicated in 
the attempt at revolution. . Decrees were 
issued yesterday dismissing from the Army 
Lieutenant Sarmento, the officer who fired 
th> shots in the President’s Palace, and dis- 
banding the cavalry regiment in which the 
movement began. Lieutenant Sarmento is 
missing, and is believed to have left the 
country. 

Dr. Fidelino de Figueirodo, Director of the 
National Library, who was implicated in the 
attempt to publish a decree dissolving the 
present Government, has been dismissed. 
The Republican Military Union demands the 
expulsion from the Army of all officers of 
Monarchist or anti-Republican tendencies. 
The disturbance has delayed the reconstruc- 
tion of the Cabinet, and no change will be 
made for the present.

NO RAIN SINCE MARCH. 
From ‘‘ THe Times’’ CoRRESPONDENTS. 
CANNES, Sunday. 

The drought on the French Riviera con- 
tinues, and there has been no appreciable 
amount of rain since the end of March. The 
forests are in an exceptionally inflammable 
condition, and fires are breaking out daily 
in all parts. The fires in the Tenneron have 
been- mastered with the aid of troops from 
Frejus, but on Friday afternoon and. evening 
there were many new fires, notably in the 
regions of Grasse, Saint Cezaire, Tourette, 
Levens, Saint Romain de Bellet and Vallon 
Obscur, near Nice. 

The most serious outbreak was in the 
Esterel Mountains, near Theoule, which 
caused the greatest anxiety in the villages of 
Theoule and La Napoule, which suffered so 
severely in a big fire four years ago. The 
main railway line was at one time in danger, 
and traffic along the Cornche d’Or road be- 
tween Cannes and Saint Raphael was 
stopped, the tar in the road actually having 
caught fire in several places, 

The domain la Galere was devastated, and 
hasty preparations to evacuate the Chateau 
de da Galere were made by Brigadier-General 
Cole Speares and his family, who are tenants 
for the summer season, but a sudden change 
in the direction of the wind at the last 
moment saved the situation. Various small 
buildings were destroyed, including one 
stored with dynamite and tar. The Hotel 
de la Pomme de Pins, a popular wayside 
resort, was only saved by vigorous counter- 
fires, started by troops from Antibes and 
Gendarmes from Cannes.

MINUTE.

DESSAU:,, Sunday. 

The Junker aeroplanes, Bremen and 
Europa, left for America to-night at 6.20 
and 6.29 respectively. Each machine has 
two pilots and one passenger. 

A pilot machine, which is accompanying 
the fliers as far as Heligoland, left earlier 
and met the airmen in the air. 

The route to America was changed at 
the last moment as a result of meteoro- 
logical reports from Hamburg, and the 
airmen will fly via Bremen and Holland, 
straight to the north coast of Scotland, 
across the Orkneys, and then direct to 
Cape Race. 

Tae pilots had a very enthusiastic send- 
off, almost the entire population of Dessau 
turning out to bid them ‘God speed.” 

AIRSHIP’S SIGNAL. 

It had been announced that, in order to 
inform the people of Dessau of the air- 
man’s intended departure, the G 31 would 
fly over the town a few. hours before the 
start. At 12.20 to-day the G 31 flew above 
the town, and immediately afterwards 
a large crowd hurried towards the. aero- 
drome. 

The machines took off in good weather 
conditions, the Bremen, piloted by Loose 
and Poehl, was the first to leave, and a 
few minutes later was followed by the 
Europa, with Risticz and Edzard, who 
recently established a record for an 
endurance flight, on board. A minute after 
they had soared into the air the machines 
headed in a westerly direction. 

As soon as it became known that the 
flights were to begin, all roads leading to 
the aerodrome were thronged with well- 
wishers, and the cars conveying airmen 
and journalists had great difficulty in 
getting through. 

In the meantime the airmen, having 
received good reports from the Weather 
Bureau, had taken leave of their families 
and were all ready to start on their long 
adventure.

PRESIDENT’S TERM EXPIRING. 

Those regulations limit and supervise the 
activities of the Church and its priests, ‘and 
require the latter to register with the: civil 
authorities. Catholics. maintained that, such 
registration would be acceptance of the Mexi- 
can Government instead of the Pope as the 
supreme authority of the Church; that the 
regulations menaced religious freedom, ¢on- 
stituted Catholic persecution, and. would de- 
stroy that Church in Mexico. Calles in- 
sisted that his only purpose was to enforce 
the Mexican Constitution. Neither side has 


Calles’s term of office expires on December 
1,°1928. Catholics hope that the controversy 
may be adjusted under his sucéessor, if no 
compromise can be accomplished sooner. 

Recently President Calles ordered the: re- 
lease of Catholics imprisoned on sedition 
charges. The President’s announced reason 
was that since the attempted Catholic revo- 
lution had failed, the alleged’ lay. plotters 
were no longer a menace to the Government, 
and did not deserve further imprisonment.—

AMERICAN WOMEN AND 
BRITISH HUSBANDS. 


THE IMMIGRATION LAW. 


WASHINGTON (by Mail). 

Mr. Husband, Assistant Secretary of the 
Labour Department, recently declared that no 
American woman who had technically lost 
her citizenship by reason of marriage to an 
alien is in real danger of exclusion from the 
United States under immigration laws. 

The case in question was of Mrs..Kinley, 
who married = John C. Kinley, of the 
British Army. Mrs. Kinley said in New York 
that she feared exclusion when her visitor's 
visa expired to-day. 

“While the immigration law as it stands 
classifies an American woman who-marries'a 
foreigner as an alien,” Mr. Husband ‘said, 
“and thus necessitates the application of im- 
migration restrictions to her stays and ‘de- 
partures from this country, no Anierican 
woman has as yet been deported from the 
United States on that ground, and' in my 
opinion nóne ever will be.” Mrs. ines ha 
probably received one of the form notices. to 
the éffert that: her visitor’s permit expires 
on August 15th, but if she does nó cheose to 
leave then, an extension of time will aute- 
matically be granted her.’’—(Reuter.)
